Is Disappointed with Hsr Marriage 


to the Greek Nobleman. 


BlB Reported Great Olive Plantations oil 


Island of ftlelltn ratio Into Insignifi- 


cance ID Light uf Facts—Bride 


to Return to America. 


A Bridgeport (Conn.) special 


Mrs. Nancy Barnum Callias, widow of 
P. T. Barnum, and now the wife of De- 
metrius Callias Eey, the Greek noble- 
man, is coming: back to America to 
lire, and in all probability will make 
this city her home in the future. 


Since the ne-ns of her return became 


Icnown it has been asserted by many 
of her iriends that she is disappointed 
in her marriage to the Greek, but this 
is denied by Benjamin Fish, of New 
York city, a cousin of Mrs. Callias. 


There is one thing1 certain, however, 


and that is that the amount of wealth 
Callias possessed is not as great as 
\vas represented at the time of the 
marriage. 


The nodding of Mrs. Barnum to the 


Greek nobleman took place in 
the 


Greek cliurch in New York city Au- 
gust 8, 1S95. Only a few of the inti- 
mate fi'.ends of Mrs. Barnum knew o£ 
it until the ceremony had been per- 
formed. It \\ab a great surprise that 
she had selected a ioreigner as a hus- 
band. When it uas said that he had 
several millions of dollars that ex- 
plained it. 


After the ceremony Callias and his 


bride sailed for Paris, and since that 
time have traveled in Europe. When 
they arrived at the Greek's estates, on 
the island of Melitu, where it \\as said 
he possessed great olive plantations, 
Mrs. Callias was surprised and disap- 
pointed to Icarn the true value of hei 
husband's possessions. 


Tlien the bey endeavored to get her 


to erect a grand palace on his estate, 
or in some other part of Europe, but 
s,he declined to invest any part of her 
money abroad, and decided to return 
to America. 


In letters to Mrs. William Perry and 


Mrs. Jerome Orcutt, of New York city, 
Mrs. Callias speaks of her early return 
to America, but does not infer that the 
bey will accompany her. 


At the death ol the \eteran showman 


he left his widow $100,000, Marina, the 
beautiful home in New York city, and 
an annuity of $40,000 a year. The mai- 
riage contract with Callias was of such 
a nature that he could not obtain any 
part of her fortune. Marina has been 
m the market for some time, but has 
been withdrawn. 


Benjamin Fish, Mrs. Callias' cousin, 


says: 


"It is true Callias is not as rich as 


lie said he was. But ns for a separa- 
tion, I do not believe the story. It is 
not likely that he is ffoing to lose what 
he has. I expect that they will be back 
this spring, and it is probable they will 
livo in New York." 


MOHAMMEDANISM 
OR DEATH. 


Forty Thousand Armenians Said to Have 


Renounced Their Chrititlan Faith. 


The report is sent out fiorn Con- 


stantinople that the number of Arme- 
nians who ha%e nominally accepted 
Mohammedanism in \arious provinces 
of Turkey since the mas&acres is now 
estimated at somewhat cner 
40,000. 


These people are "converted," some in 
Ihc heat of the massacre, to sa\e their 
lives; some in cold blood to have their 
wives find daughters from dishonor; 
some iu hunger, to secuic food offered 
by officials on this condition, ai.d scour 
on receiving assurances recently that 
Christianity "ill no longer be tolerated 
in the empire, aud that seeuiity can be 
restoied in no other way. In 
some 


districts the government has allowed 
Ihebe forced couvcrts to return to then- 
own faith. In other disti ids the Turk 
luwe iniormed them that they will i.ll 
be killed if they attempt to return to 
Christianity, lu some distucts, nota- 
bly in the mountainous pnrts of the 
province of Aleppo, thete forced con- 
verts are daily Hogged if they do not 
go to the mosqui*, and if at mosque 
they make errors in the liturgy. 


Great difficulty is being experienced 


in distributing relief hi many of the 
villages which Luue been plundered, as 
local committees 
arc unwilling to 


handle funds through fear.

AN UNDERGROUND CITY. 


Russians Discover a Town Hid In the 


Bowels of the Earth. 


The Russians have made a singular 


discovery in Central Asia, In Turkes- 
tan, on the right bank of the Amou 
Daria, is a chain of rocky hills near the 
Bokharan town of Karki, and anumber 
of large caves, which upon examination 
were found to lead to an underground 
city, built apparently long before the 
Christian era. In Popular Science 
News \ve find the following description 
of this singular city: 


According to effigies, inscriptions and 


designs upon the gold and silver money 
unearthed from among the ruins, the 
existence of the town dates back to 
some two centuries before the birth of 
Christ. 


The underground Bokharan city is a 


little over a mile long, and is composed 
of an enormous labyrinth of coiridors, 
streets and squares, surrounded by 
hon&es and other buildings two or three 
stories high. The edifices contain all 
kinds of domestic utensils, pots, urns, 
vases and the like. 
In some of the 


streets falls of earth and rock have ob- 
structed the passages, but generally the 
visitor can walk about without so much 
as lowering his head. 


The high degree of civilization at- 


tained by the inhabitants of the city ia 
shown by the fact that they built in 
several stories, by the symmetry of the 
streets and squares, and by the beauty 
of the baked clay and metal utensils, 
and of the ornaments and coins which 
have been found. 


It is supposed that long centuries ago 


this city, so carefully concealed in the 
bowels of the earth, provided an entire 
population with a refuge from the in- 
cursions of nomadic savages and rob- 
bers.

The desire to utilize sight in the 


diagnosis of disease of the stomach 
existed long ago and led to the inven- 
tion of Mikulicz' gastroscope. Thus 
far this instrument has never come 
into practical use because it consists 
c:f a, metal tube which is troublesome 
Kiid painful to insert; and an inflexible 
tube would under all circumstances bu 
necessary in order that its lumen or 
caliber may not change in size or di- 
rection and thus interfere with sight.

nl illuminating the stomach so pro-

He employs 
a portable droplight, consisting of a 
IB-candle power lamp attached to a 
hhort wooden handle and connected

Why There Are No Bine Roses. 


A knowledge of one simple law in 


nature may save the flower-grower days 
and weeks of hard and unavailing la- 
bor in attempting to produce that fa~ 
mous chimera of the botanists—the 
blue rose. The law is simply this: The 
three colors, red, blue and yellow, never 
all appeariii the same species of flowers; 
any two may'exist, but never the third. 
Thus we have red and yellow roses, but 
no blue; red and blue verbenas, but ho 
yellow; yellow and blue in the various 
members of the violet family, but no 
red. Other examples of this rigid law 
could be cited, but the above are suffi- 
cient. The botanist or floriculturist 
who really understands his business 
never attempts to produce a blue rose 
or a red violet. 


Nothing New Under the Son, 


Anaxagoras, an Athenian philosopher 


who lived in the fifth century before 
Christ, taught wind was the result of 
rarefaction; that the rainbow was the 
result of reflection and refraction, that 
the moon's lightt was all borrowed 
from the sun, and that the fixed stars 
were of immense size and far beyond 
•the sun. 


The Electrical Eeview publishes a 


communication from Kicola Tes'a de- 
scribing for the first time his very in- 
teresting experiments in. radiography. 
The scientific world has been awaiting 
an expression of opinion from ilr. Tes- 
la, who is known to have begun his ex- 
periments within an hour after the 
news of Prof. Roentgen's discovery was 
cabled to this country.

prints two remarkable radiographs. 
One of these shows the right ehoujder 
of a man taken through his clothing, 
a plate of glass three-sixteenths of an 
inch thick, and two inches of wood. 
This radiograph, which was made at a 
distance of four feet from the source 
of the X rays, shows the ribs, shoulder 
bones and bones of the upper arm. 
The other radiograph shows a copper 
M-ire bent to form the word "Roentgen," 
and was made at a distance of 11 feet 
from the wooden slide covering- the 
sensitized plate. 


Mr. Tcsla also states that the rarefae- 


tion of Crookcs tubes used in these 
experiments may be increased by elec- 
trical means to any degree desirable, 
far bejv-ndthatobtained by mechanical 
appliances. 


Teslu. has also secured radiographs 


showing the bony structure of birds 
and rabbity, even the hollow of the 
bones. 
He has secured a radiograph 


of a rnbbit, after an hour's exposure, in 
which not only every detail of the skel- 
eton is visible, but also a clear outline 
of the abdominal cavity, location of 
Hid lungs and the fur are shown. Kadio- 
graphs of large birds show the feathers 
Distinctly. In another instance an ex- 
posure of 40 minutes gave a radiograph 
of the human skull, showing clearly 
not only the outline but the cavity of 
the. 
eye, chin and cheek, nasal bones, 


the lower jaw and connections to the 
upper one, the vertebral column and 
onnections to the skull, the flesh and 
ven the hair. 
Mr. Tesla concludes his communica- 
(Mi in the following interesting words: 
"By exposing the head to a powerful 
adiation strange effects have been 
oted. For instance, I find that there 


a tendency to sleep and the time 


•*ems to pass away quickly. There Is 


general soothing effect, and I felt a 
iisation of warmth in the upper part 
f the head. An assistant independent- 
y confirmed the tendency to sleep and 
i quick lapse of time. Should these re- 
uarkable effects be verified by men 
v ith keener sense of observation, I shall 
<tHl more firmly believein the existence 
of material streams penetrating the 
skull. Thus it may be possibleby these 
strange appliances to project a suitable 
hemical into any partof tbebody."

Bob Spaldim;. who has been attending 


tho Marion Simms Medical College in 


THE "X" RAYS SEEN IN A WINDOW 


Grlawold'B Hardware Store tlio Center of 


Attraction Every IJuy—Free Scien- 


tific Exhibition. 


A crowd of people stood in front of and 


about the hardware store of C. L. GriB- 
wold & Co. for hours last night to wit- 
ness the public demonstration of taking 
a photograph or shadowgraph by the 
Roentgen process. The exhibition was 
given in the large show windows, about 
which hundreds of people clustered to 
see all they could. And the more they 
saw, the greater was the mystery. The 
exhibition was given by Mr. Roberts 
and Mr. Crabb, both of Decatur, and 
it was entirely successful. 


The apparatus was in plain sight. 
It 


consisted of an induction battery to 
produce the electricity, a Crooke's tube

photographer's plates.
